Back in the late 70s or early 80s, 73 Magazine ran a series of articles 


on converting these units to 10 AM, SSB, CW and FM. I believe reprints 
of these articles are still available from them. 


HVVV Vv 


wrote the first article on converting a 23-channel 11M radio for 
73-Magazine back in 1975 (but the publishing date might be 1976). In 
all, 73 published about 40 different articles -- the one I wrote was 
about convereting a J C Penney's AM rig, but within a couple of years 
there were also articles on converting many diofferent rigs. The 
''cadillac'' rig I bought and converted was a Lafayette Telstar SSB rig. 
back in '75 W6IRT, Norm Lefcourt, formed the QRP-chapter of 10-X 
International and we used to meet on Tuesday nights at 8pm local time in 
the SF Valley of LA. Occasionally a VK or ZL would check in! 


Most libraries now have subscriptions to many ham magazines -- you might 
be able to find 73 at your nearby library. 


The 23 channel conversion scheme was fairly easy because the rigs 
''crystal-plexed'' to get to 11M. But buying a few new crystals (4) 

you could raise (or lower) the frequency of the rigby 1.5 or 2 Mhz. 
Usually the output circuit would retune nicely without modification. 

If you found a 23 channel rig and wanted it to go on 12M, the conversion 
would be easier -- because additing parallel capacitance would make it 

a snap to get the final to the new band. 


The more difficult to convert rigs are the 40-channel PLL sets. But i 
think 73 had an article or two on that, too. 

The biggest problem with the simple conversions is ''channelizing'' -- 
i.e. the 11M radios had channels 10-or-20 kHz apart ---- if you're 
converting and you're all on the same channel plan - GREAT. One thing 
you'll want to do on this list is AGREE on a band plan for converted CB 
radios------------- it'll save a lot of trouble later, although when the 
band is open, there will still be plenty of people to talk to.
